London, Jan. 2.— The slide at the 
Lakes of Killarney, which is the sensa- 
tion of the week, is enhanced by n story 
that about a week previously uncanny 
noises were heard in the valley at night 
time, which the peasants of that vicinity 
describe as resembling the wailings of 
a banshee. These sounds it ap- 
pears aroused a feeling of terror and 
numbers of the peasants consulted their 
priests, who endeavored to rens?ure 
them. Subsequently the calamity, how- 
ever, caused universal consternation 
among the peasantry, who are seeming- 
ly convinced that there was some super- 
natural connection between the two af- 
fairs. A great mass of bog, covering 
seven hundred acres behind the portion 
which has already slipped into the lake, 
has beiun to slide and people are in 
clied oia still more terrible avalanches. 

The Spectator, in an article on the 
position of the United States and Eu- 
rope as effected by the Cuban question, 
niter remarking that the Washington 
government hiiB had an unpleasant sur- 
prise in the attitude of the European 
powers, proceeds to explain the reasons 
for the European antagonism to the 
United States, and points out that the 
great financiers of Paris who hold Span- 
ish bonds are alarmed at the possibility 
that Spain, after fighting to the 
bitter end, might be compelled 
to Euspend payment, and con- 
sequently they are urging the 
French government to intervene between 
Washington and Madrid. The Emperor 
William, it is said, also approves ot this, 
for apart from hi3 dreams of colonial ex- 
pansion, which could be best gratified in 
Brazil lie is not fond of American 
diplomacy. The Italian government ac- 
cording to the Spectator will support 
Spain, "owing to the I'alians in the 
United States being treated as if they 
were negroes or Red Indians." 

Tho Spectator then adds that the 
:Vustrian Emperor will support Ger- 
many in maintaining the independence 
of Spain, being actuated by weighty 
family reasons, not wishing to Eee the 
Queen Regent, who is an Austrian arch- 
duchess, and her son driven out of Ma- 
drid by a popular revolt following the 
loss of Cuba. The Dreibund, therefore, 
and France, the Spectator says, are 
ready to counsel President Cleveland to 
he moderate and "avoid threats which 
Spain could not tolerate and which 
might lead to a widespread maritime 
war." 

The Spectator continues : " The United 
States could conquer any American State, 
and might, if they exerted themselves, 
defeat a single European power, but 
cannot defeat all ttie European powers, 
even it England, from reasons of kinship, 
remained neutral. The fact is patent to 
all that the United States will not be 
allowed to order Spain out of her colony 
without a remonstrance from continental 
Europe, which might be followed by one 
of the combined Ileets of the five powers 
and the landing of armies in Cuba and 
the French West Indies. 

The Spectator is deeply grieved at the 
attacks on U. S. Ambassador Bayard 
which have appeared in the Chronicle 
and says he did great service here in 
pointing out the gravity of the situation, 
which the English thought was only a 
demonstration of spread-eagleism. 

The Pope has conferred the title of 
Countess upon Mrs. James Mackin of 
New York. 

According to an account of the private 
life of the Czar and Czarina by a recent 
guest at the Russian court, the Czarina 
Is a clever characturist and was recently 
surprised by the Czar while sketching 
the high dignitaries of St. Petersburg. 
The Czar, it seems, was greatly amused 
and insisted on a sketch ot 
himself, whereupon the Czarina drew 
picture in which His Majesty wag repre- 
sented as a solemn, bearded, but bald 
infant in long clothes tied in a chair and 
surrounded by a crowd ot anxious rela- 
tives, grand dukes, etc., flourishing feed- 
ing bottles and napkins, each insisting 
that ho be fed in a different way. The 
distracted infant was beginning to cry. 
It is further stated that the Czar was 
highly delighted at this humorous sketch 
which Bums up the present family situa- 
tion in Russia. 

A special dispatch from St. Petersburg 
to the Cologne Gazette, says it is the in- 
tention of tho Czar to create a supreme 
court with the object of relieving him 
of much of the work which devolves on 
him. Tho new court will settlo all the 
matters decided by tho Czar, except 
those of the highest importance, which 
will, as heretofore, be referred to tho 
Czar himself. The Grand Duke Con- 
stantino Constantino vitch, uncle of tho 
Czar, will be appointed president of the 
court. 

The letter which " Old Fashioned 
Patriot " wrote to the Times early in 
December explaining the patriotic in- 
struction given to American youths and 
telling how not only boys but girls in 
tho United States are drilled into giving 
the military salute in the schools to the 
Stars and Stripes, and ' suggesting that 
the system be introduced into the Brit- 
ish schools, scorns likely to bear 
fruit. Lord Month now writes to the 
Times in favor of patriotic displays in 
tho public schoolB, and suggests that, at 
the commemoration of the Queen's dia- 
mond jubilee next year a portrait of Her 
Majesty and a Union Jack bo placed 
in every school class which has 
distinguished itEolf most during 
the previous week, and that it 
bo made the custodian of the ting 
and portrait for the following week. His 
Lordship thinks that that there frill be 
a healthy rivalry for the honor of guard- 



ing the flag and he also suggests that the 
anniversary of the Queen's "accession be 
made a school holiday with the schools 
meeting in tho morning to sing tho 
National Anthem and salute tho Hag. 

Advices from Bombay show that the 
bubonic plague, which is supposed to 
have been imported into that city from 
Hongkong, where it raged with great 
violence a year ago, is rapidly extending 
among the' natives, who thus far have 
been the principal sufferers. Thousands 
of the residents have fled from the city. 
Business is utterly paralyzed, owing to 
the spread of tho plague. The volunteer 
artillery is assisting tho overworked 
health officers in combatting the disease, 

The conditions of the will of M. No- 
bel, who recently bequeathed a fortune 
estimated at .$10,000,000 to tho Stock- 
holm University, have been made pub- 
lic. 

Following the example Fet by the 
American navy department, the British 
naval authorities have decided to use 
nickel steel instead of Harveyized Bteel 
for the protection of the warships now 
under construction.

Interesting- Statistics — Unpopular 
ity of Military Officers-Mili- 
tary Chief in Disfavor- 



Beiu.i.v, Jan. 2. — The news received 
here from Paris that the French council 
of war has ordered a large increase in 
the army, by which 145 new battalions 
of infantry will be created, has thoroughly 
aroused public opinion, especially in 
view of the announcement that the 
French artillery is already partly re- 
armed with quick firing guns. France, 
under the new system, will have 
150 more battalions on a peace 
footing than Germany, and the German 
military authorities now intend to 
hasten tho equipment of their army 
with Krupp quick tiring guns at an ex- 
pense of 200,000,000 marks:. Tho Ger- 
man navy is being rapidly provided with 
the same typo of gun, not only in tho 
case of new vessels but on board the 
older vessels. This time a skilfully 
managed agitation has begun, doubtless 
prompted by the government, in favor of 
a further increase in the army to catch 
up with the French. The campaign was 
started by the pemi-oiTicial Cologne 
Gazette, and the Hamburger Correspond- 
ent. The latter regrets that the army in- 
creases in Germany and France are like 
an endless screw, but maintains that it 
cannot lie helped, although with the 
Germans and their fifty-two million 
population, it is easier than in the case 
of France, with her barely forty mil- 
lions. Tho author of this article 
who is supposed to bs a high official of 
the general staff, even speaks of the 
necessity in the near future of re-arming 
the German military with a more effec- 
tive magazine ride and of reorganizing 
the system of fortifications. 

Dr. Nolleben, Prussian minister at the 
court of Stuttgart and formerly minister 
to Washington, is about to be recalled 
and transferred to a minor post as a 
mark of tho Emperor's displeasure at 
Nolleben 's serving as second to Baron 
von Wangenheim in a disgraceful duel 
fought last week near Cronstadt. At a 
convivial evening which the Emperor 
snent on Monday with the officers of tho 
Merlin garrison and his aides-de-camp, 
His Majesty spoke severely of this duel 
and tho duels fought on account of 
escapades. 

Statistics just published show that the 
number of duels in Germany has doubled 
since 1SS9, and whereas in 1891, sixty 
sentences were imposed for duelling, 
one hundred and seven sentences for the 
same offence were imposed in 1S05 in 
various parts ot Germany. 

Tin? feeling about the Bruzewitz case 
is still very strong. Some otlicera who 
entered two of tho leading cafes in 
Bresleau, were greeted witli cries of 
" here comes the Rruzewitzers." Asa 
consequence, officers have been forbid- 
den to enter the cafes at Bresleau. 

Herr Bonn, the well known actor, and 
Herr Lottara, the dramatist, intend to 
form a company with which to tour 
France and present German plays in 
Paris and other towns. They will start 
early during the year. 

It is rumored in court circles that 
General von Hahneke, hitherto the pow- 
erful chief of the Emperor's private mil- 
itary cabinet, has fallen into disfavor 
and will soon be replaced. 

It is staled that big army manoeuvres 
will be held this year in Lorraine, east 
of Metz. The Emperor William will re- 
side nt the Chateau Arville, and the 
King of Saxony and the Grand Duke of 
Baden will attend the manoeuvres. 
•CTho Imperial Chancellor, Prince Ho- 
henlohe, will celebrate his golden wed- 
ding on February 10. 

The Emperor William is planning a 
series of special favors which are Baid to 
include a new honorary title and a decor- 
ation to bo seldom conferred on any but 
crowned heads. 

The Emperor William will receive on 
February 8, at the new palace, the twelve 
survivors of tho German warship " Itlis" 
which was lost in a hurricane off the 
coast of China last year.

The Christmas reports of Victoria 
College, with tabulated lists of the re- 
sults of the recent examinations, have 
just been issued by the board of ex- 
aminers. Principal Church first dwells 
upon the steady progroaB of the college, 
the attendance during the past term 
having been larger than in any previous 
one since the smallpox scare of 1S92 ; 
every seat in forms five and bix being 
filled, with the prospect that forms three 
and lour will soon be in the same con- 
dition. The continued success of 
the old college boys is most 
gratifying. The little group at 
Cambridge University last term 
received an addition when W. Pember- 
ton entered and matriculated aL St. 
John's; the Leland-Stanford and Berke- 
ley group also being increased. Most. 
Batisfactorv reports are received from F. 
W. Green "aud C. 1\ Higgins at McGill 
University and from J. Peters at King- 
ston Military College. Meanwhile, al- 
though it has become quite usual for 
Victoria College boys the lists in the pro- 
vincial legal and professional examina- 
tions, yet S. Chilil deserves a passing 
note lor the excellence of his work in the 
legal entrance, since the last college re- 
port. 

The board of examiners have again 
endeavored to maintain the Btandard of 
the Oxford and Cambridge local exam- 
ination board in Forms VI, V, IV and 
III. They report on the work of these 
forms very favorably ; the general aver- 
ages are excellent and there are hardly 
any failures, even in Bingle subjects. 
They select for especial commendation : 
In Form VI, H. Wilson and R. Fell, 
whose grand totals were 1,5SS and 1,509, 
representing and general averages of 88 
and S-l per cent, throughout tho entire 
examination ; in Form V, A. Johnston, 
with an average of 78 per cent. ; and in 
Form IV, P. Harrison, whose general 
average was 79 per cent , aud who also 
sent in singularly good papers through- 
out.

—Serious Accident — House- 
Breakers Punished.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Jan. 2.— The electors of 
Ward 4 will hold a maes meeting in the 
market hall on Monday night to ratify 
certain nominations for the civic elec- 
tions. . 

A poultry show will be held in this 
city early in February. Mr. Sharp 
Butterfield, of Windsor, Ont., will act as 
judge of the poultry exhibits. 

Tiio prevalence of influenza and la 
grippe in the city is becoming very 
marked. In nearly all the public offices 
some of the employes are laid up with 
one or other of these complaints, involv- 
ing a double amount of work upon those 
who are able to be around. Pneumonia 
and bronchitis, owing to the changeable- 
ness of the weather, are on the increase, 
and the medical practitioners have their 
hands pretty well occupied just now. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, Jan. 2. — Rev. 
Thomas Schoular has been appointed 
PrptPBtant chaplain of the penitentiary 
vice Rev. Mr. Goweh, resiened. The 
appointment gives general satisfaction. 

The new engineering shops and foun- 
dry for Mr. John Peck are rapidly ap- 
proaching completion, and will appar- 
ently be equal to the large business tiiey 
are intended for. 

La grippe is epidemic in the city. The 
customs houBe is nctually decimated by 
the scourge, only Mr. Grant, the new col- 
lector, and one clerk being equal to the 
discharge of their duties, while the one 
clerk is really too ill to be out of his 
room. The work at this season of the 
year is very heavy, and the enforced 
stoppage on account of sickness bids fair 
to cause the new collector considerable 
inconvenience. 

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, Jan. 2.— Mr. JameB McLay, 
■T.P., of Gabriola Island, has arrived 
from that island with the news that Mr. 
James Jamieson had not been seen at his 
his home since Tuesday last, and it was 
feared that he had been drowned. Mr. 
Jamieson came over to Nanaimo in a 
sail boat on Tuesday, and left Shaw's 
hoathouse about two o'clock the same 
afternoon. Since then no word has been 
heard from Jamieson. The weather was 
not very stormy, although a good breeze 
was blowing. ' Mr. McLay has returned 
to Gabriola Island to institute a search 
for the missing settler. 

While out driving near the company's 
farm on Wednesday, Mr. Win. Worden 
was thrown from nil buggy by the shy- 
ing of his horse, and received a bad skulk- 
ing up and several bruises. lie was 
brought home when it was found that 
no bones were broken. Mr. Worden, 
though still oonlined to his bed and very 
still", is better. 

Prompt justice has been meted out to 
Appleby and Jones, the housebreakers. 
All within one week the two men were 
arrested, tried, convicted and sent to the 
penitentiary for three years each. 

Robert McGarrigle was slightly burn- 
ed about the face in the Union mines on 
Wednesday by the firing of a slight poc- 
ket of gas. 

DURING THE YEAR. 

Britain's Happy-Go-Lucky Foreign Policy- 
Venezuelan Question- Real Estate 
Sales by Noblemen. 

London, Jan. 2. — Most newspapers re- 
viewing the events of 1S ( J(>, criticize 
the happy-go-lucky optimism of Great 
Britain's foreign policy evinced by the 
little effort produced during the numer- 
ous menacing storms that marked the 
year. They cite the Venezuela trouble, 
followed quickly by the Transvaal dis- 
pute and then came the insult from Em- 
peror William, his dispatch to President 
Kruger and the isolation of Great 
Britain in the Eastern question. The 
newspapers, therefore, insist that the 
foreign policy of Great Britain is behind 
the times, and the government requires 
to take existing facts considerably more 
into account or expect indefinite repeti- 
tions of the loss of prestige, brought 
about by taking up a stand which it was 
later compelled to abandon, owing to 
miscalculation as to Great Britain's 
means of asserting her resistance in op- 
position to other powers. 

The Times in its New Year pditorial 
reviewing the foreign relations of Great 
Britain says: "It is peculiarly appro- 
priate that the year which iB to be dis- 
tinguished by the celebration of the dia- 
mond jubilee of the Queen, should also 
he marked by the conclusion of a treaty 
of arbitration with the other great na- 
tion of our race." It adds : " We hard- 
ly hope or desire to change our dill'erence 
with other states in this manner, which 
seems natural and practicable when 
dealing with people closely allied by 
blood with ourselves." 

The St. James's Gazette makes special 
reference to Venezuela, and sayB : "If 
it is right now to arbitrate on terms 
arranged by the United States it was 
right to do so a year and a a-half ago, 
when Lord Salisbury emphatically re- 
fused Secretary Olney's demand." Con- 
tinuing, the St. James'B Gazette re- 
marks: " With no aggressive or ambiti- 
ous designs upon our part we have been 
within measurable distance, in a single 
year, to war with Russia, Germany, 
America and the Transvaal. With a 
few additional warships and cruisers, 
somo thousands more trained seamen 
and stokers and an army capable of send- 
ing threo corps, by railway and trans- 
port, say to Canada or Constantinople, 
we could face such a combination as that 
with better confidence. 

The chief feature of the real estate 
market for the year just closed was the 
large number ot noblemen selling. The 
Duke of Devonshire sold his fine Estate 
of US, 000 acres in Went Cork, including 
the town of Bandon, to Sir John Arnott, 
for £200,000. -Lord Ashburton dis- 
posed of his Wiltshire proper- 
ty of 10,000 ncrep; Lord Church- 



ill sold his magnificent Cornbury park, 
Charlbury, Oxfordshire, consisting of 
5,000 acres with the historical mansion, 
which was formerly the hunting lodge 
of Henry II, and the Marquis of Queens- 
berry disposed of his vast Kinmont es- 
tate to a Huddersfield manufacturer. 

During the past fifteen months nearly 
15,000 persons became converts to the 
Roman Catholic church, of this number 
2,000 being in the diocese of Westmins- 
ter alone. 

THE YUKON GOLD FIELDS. 

To the EniTOit :— Referring to the 
notice you were pleased to give respect- 
ing my efforts to open up a route to the 
gold fields of the Yukon territory, I may 
say that during the portion of two days 
I was engaired in calling on the principal 
merchants and businessmen of Victoria 
to ascertain their views on the desirabil- 
ity of opening up a new route to the 
Yukon, over sixty of the most influential 
of those called on were unanimous in 
support of the project to secure a share 
of the trade of Yukon, and cheerfully 
signed a memorial to the government 
asking that a sufficient sum he included 
in the appropriation for this year's pub- 
lic surveys to cover the expense of mak- 
ing a preliminary survey of that portion 
of British Columbia which is situated 
between the Stikeen river and TeBlin 
lake, as the location best suited to open 
up the country, and become the route of 
the proposed new road. This will place 
the government in possession of valuable 
information, such as they do not at 
present possess, and which can be used 
to advantage in opening up that portion 
of Cassiar trenerally believed to bo rich 
in gold and other valuable minerals.

Staying at the Driard and awaiting 
the sailing of the next Empress of China 
is Mr. John P. Grant, who is going to the 
Flowery Kingdom in connection with 
the extensive programme of railway 
building tbat is to be inaugurated there 
as the resultof Li Hung Chang's visit to 
Western countries. Mr. Grant is a well 
known Canadian, who has been identi- 
fied with some large enterprises in the 
past, and was several years ago the head 
of the English syndicate which got con- 
trol of the big breweries in Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati and other United States cities. 
He is a brother of Sir James Grant, of 
Ottawa and for a time resided at Winni- 
peg, though his headquarters at present 
are in London. Mr. Grant was in China 
some time ago and has now 
a franchise for a railroad there. 
He returns to Shanghai hacked by 
ample capital, principally British and 
European, and expects to have a share 
in some of the big contracts to be let by 
the Chinese government. 

" There is no doubt," Mr. Grant said 
yesterday, "that Li Hung Chang's visit 
to Europe and the American continent 
has resulted in the determination of the 
Chinese government to inaugurate an 
era of progress hitherto undreamed ot. 
In fact the Chinese Viceroy's visit was 
undertaken with a view to studying 
Western progress, especially as regards 
railways." 

It was pretty well understood now, 
Mr. Grant, continued, that China in- 
tended building something like 
10,000 miles of railways. The 
main lines projected are from 
Canton north, taking in Poo Chow 
and Shanghai, and reaching north 
probably to join the Russian system. 
Particular attention is to bo devoted to 
Shanghai, including extensive improve- 
ments to the harbor which will be 
deepened, modern dock appliances be- 
ing placed for handling freight and elec- 
tric lighting introduced in the city with 
an electric street car S2mue as well- 
both entire novelties to the Chinese. 

Enormous possibilities exist in open- 
ing up the interior of China and giv- 
ing it communication with the coast. 
The railroada will have an important 
bearing too as military routes, the Chi- 
nese now waking up to the fact that 
without modern methods of warfare they 
cannot successfully resist a more pro- 
gressive opponent. 

Mr. Grant iB not a stranger in Vic- 
toria for he was here a number of years 
ago and at that time made a number of 
friends who welcomed him hack on this 
present trip.

THE B. C. SOUTHERN 

RAIL WA Y GRANT. 

There has been a material modification 
in the tone of tho press regarding the B. 
C. Southern land grant. To Mr. Blair 
it was "appalling," and immediately 
alter his opinion had been publicly ex- 
pressed all his admiring political friends 
discovered it to bo "appallinc" too, 
although it had been legislated upon 
lor a series of years, and the facts 
must have been familiar to them 
long before Mr. Blair ever came to the 
Province. The Victoria Times, how- 
ever, after promising what threatened 
to be a " revelation," is very mild indeed, 
and as a result of the more mature 
consideration of the editor remarks : " If 
the British Columbia Southern Company 
had gone to work and earned the grant 
by building the railway, we do not sup- 
pose there would have been any great 
objection to its possession of the pro 
perty." 

There is, therefore, nothing so very 
" appalling " about it after all ; but that 
tliere might be some excuse for justi 
fyiug the former hostile criticism that 
had been indulged in, the Times 
says: "If tho inner history of the 
concern were written in detail, it would 
probably be found that the efforts of the 
company were far from being confined to 
the securing of money for road-building 
purposes." That is scarcely a manly way 
of dealing with the matter. The Times 
confessedly knows nothing about tho "in- 
ner history " of the Company, and yet' it 
says if it were known it would " proba- 
bly " reveal other reasons for the road 
not being built. Wo fear that represen- 
tations not more substantial in fact 
than these, must have been made to 
Hon. Mr. Blair by over-zealous friends, 
when in this Province, to cause him to 
take the position he did. 

We are not familiar with the " inner 
history " of the whole affair, but it will 
" probably " be found when all the de- 
tails are made known that the sev- 
eral charters now being applied for 
to build railways, covering very much 
the same territory as is proposed by the 
B. C, Southern, have had a great deal to 
do with the " appalling " effects which 
were produced by an examination of the 
legislation bearing on the matter, as well 
as with the startling suddenness and 
unanimity of expression of opinion 
. which followed in a section of the press 
politically supporting the Honorable 
Minister of Railways. 

"With respect to the land grant under 
the legislation of 1S04, the Colonist 
finds that by reason of a clerical er r or 
the act does appear to include the whole 
of the line to the Coast as carrying with 
it a subsidy ; but we proceeded on the 
general understanding at the time of and 
since its passing. In using the expres- 
sion " a clerical error" we mean that 
the act does not convey the intention of 
the Legislature at the time it was passed. 
Section 2 provides that " the grant in 
favor of the B. C. Southern Railway 
. . . . is hereby extended and ap- 
plied to the several sections of said rail- 
way as described in sub-sections (a), (b) 
and (c) of section 8 of the ' British Col- 
umbia Southern Railway Act, 1891.' " 

Now it is certain that it was not in- 
tended, and not eo understood, that sec- 
tion (c) should be included, and there- 
fore an error in printing or transcription 
was made. That that is a true state- 
ment of the case is evidently not only 
what was stated in the House at the 
time, which, will be in the remembrance 
of the members who sat in the Legisla- 
ture, but from the fact that the promo- 
ters of the railway in question have not 
been aware of the effect of section 2 as it 
reads, und have never, so far as we 
know, made any representations not in 
conformance with the original under- 
standing referred to. Moreover, at the 
last session of the Legislature a land 
grant was given to tho Columbia & 
Western railway, which, under, the act 
aB it stands, would have belonged to the 
B. C. Southern Railway Co. 

No protest was made, and no objec- 
tion raised on tho score that the land 
grant to the Canadian & Western already 
belonged to another company. In fact, 
it was taken for granted that, no audi 
legifllation existed. The Colonist, there- 
fore, while technically in error when it 
contradicted the statement of Mr. Blair, 
regarding the extent of tho land grant, 
was nevertheless substantially and prac- 
tically correct. Mr. Blair was substan- 
tially, though not literally incorrect in 
his main statement, but, as to that we 
attributed no motives, and attached no 
blame except, on the score of his having J 



THE POSTAL SERVICE. 



In a recent letter Mr. Alexander Del 
Mar, a well known American authority 
on financial subjects, said that the rapid 
increase of tho world's product of gold 
will prevent the revival of the agitation 
for the free coinage of silver, which was 
so prominent during the late presidential 
campaign. Mr. Del Mar says that, since 
) tho demonetization of silver, tho min 
ers have turned their attention so largely 
from the production of silver to that of 
gold and the methods of production have 
so greatly improved, that all fears of a 
scarcity of gold have passed away and 
thus one of the principal reasons for 
wishing to restore silver upon its former 
footing has lost its basis in fact.

In regard to the plea that the revenues 
of the department would not warrant 
the incurrence of the expenditure involv 
ed in more extended facilities, it may be 
said thatontside the Post Office there are 
departments which aro not expected to 
be money making, or even to pay 
their working expenses, and why so ir 
every way beneficent a branch of theser 
vice should bo considered exclusively 
from the point of view of a revenue con 
tributor it is difficult to see. Appropri- 
ations aro given without a grudge to 
much less important and generally useful 
services, and we doubt not that it would 
be possible to make an advantageouB de- 
parture in the direction just indicated. 
The more distant provinces, as, for in- 
stance, British Columbia, have special 
requirements for services which may not 
at the moment make returns such as 
economists of the more rigid school may 
conceive to bo due from them ; hut they 
are doing a work that will eventually — 
and that ere long — tell to the great ad 
vanUixe of the Dominion. 



DEPRESSION IN JAPAN. 

The world has, for some time, been 
amazed at the wonderful developmentof 
Japan, whose trade and whose industries 
have grown in a most remarkable man- 
ner of late years. The Japanese were 
formerly heavy consumers of English 
manufactured goods, particularly cottons. 
Indeed, in 1882 they had only 1,500 spin- 
dles running, the total production tiiat 
year being 70,000 pounds of cotton yarn. 
Ten years later in 1892 the product hud 
increased to over 80,000,000 pounds. And 
th.3 was tlue to the substitution of labor 
saving machinery for the hand labor that 
had been previously employed. 

Not satisfied, however, with supply- 
ing their own demands, the Japanese, 
with their natural enterprise, turned 
their attention in the direction of sup- 
plying the Asiatic markets and of com- 
peting with Great Britain and the United 
States for what had been practically 
their exclusive field. As a consequence, 
in 1892 they operated forty mills twenty- 
two hours per day during 202 days of 
the year with an output of 122,000,000 
pounds of yarn made up into fabrics of 
the most beautiful design and Bold at 
extremely low prices. These were 
marketed in China, Korea, India, Siam, 
and Australasia, while their silk and 
high-class cotton goods found extensivo 
purchasers in Canada, the United States 
and Europe. They also turned out a 
variety of other articles, whoso presence 
upon their own markets caused alarm to 
European and American manufacturers, 
even Germany exhibiting dissatisfac- 
tion, if not alarm, at the prospect. 

But, at the opening of 1897, what do 
we find? That tho import and export 
trade of the land of the Mikado is 
most deprOBsed, not leas than 40,- 
000 bales of raw silk lying In one 
a warehouse at Yokohama, with no one 
to buy it. Every branch of trade is de- 
pressed ; money is scarce and only to be 
obtained at enormous rates of interest. 
Numerous extensive and well appointed 
factories and workshops are closed, spin- 



ado ores can be profitably worked at 
as low as $1.25 per ton. In regard to the 
pientifulness of ore, it is said that there 
is an almost continued line of hills tilled 
with low grade ore, which extends from 
Alaska to Patagonia, and is called the 
mother lode

No one in Victoria ever guessed how 
deep an interest the city felt in Friday 
night's international chess match be- 
tween the San Francisco and Victoria 
clubs, for the Coast supremacy, until the 
players were ready and tho great event 
commenced. Then, Bingly and in groups, 
the chess enthusiasts commenced to pour 
into the Hotel Diiard, each with his 
board and chessmen, until fifty ora hun- 
dred players had been provided with 
seats and tables, and speculation as to 
the ultimate result of the contest gave 
way to consideration of the opening, and 
analysis of the game offered by 
San Francisco — for the California 
club won tho toss and with it the selec- 
tion of the battleground. Mr. Thomas 
Piper, acknowledged to bo the strongest 
player in Canada, was in charge of Vic- 
toria's game, his associates being Messrs. 
AV. C. Chapman, B. Williams and Dr. 
Hands. Mr. C. A. Lombard acted as 
timekeeper here for the San Francisco 
club, Mr. Thomas Lawrie filling a 
similar office for the Victoria Chess Club, 
and Dr. Marshall — the chess nestor of 
the Pacific Coast — holding the watch for 
both parties in the Bay City. Manager 
W. Christie of tho C.P.R. tele- 
graphs, handled the wires in per- 
son hero; Mr. O. M. Emlay 
looked after the repeaters and 
the interests of both sides at 
Vancouver; and Mr. Tom Martin was 
the operator in charge at the Mechanics' 
Institute, San Francisco. 

The first move having been won by 
San Francisco they opened with the at- 
tack invented by the Bishop of Segovia 
c.tlled Ruy Lopez, in honor of the in- 
ventor, Mr. W. S. Franklin, Mr. 0. 
Samuels, Mr. R. Kendricks, and Mr. 
Valentino Hubor, representing the city 
of St. Francis, handled the opening in a 
masterly manner, attacking Victoria 
centre by a rapid advance of pawns and 
light pieces, gaining space to deploy on 
Victoria's castled king. The attack was 
fierce for fully five hours, but was at 
length repulsed by the homo team, who 
assumed the offensive on the l'Jth move: 
San Francisco, hard pressed for time 
on the 18th, 19th and 20th moves, ofl'ered 
a draw on the 25th move, which was ac- 
cepted by Victoria after six more moves 
on each side. 

Great credit is due to the San Francis- 
co team for the ability with which the 
attack was managed and it was pretty 
evident it was based on a strategical con- 
ception of a high order and that later in- 
formation of the theory of the opening 
was in possession of the attacking party, 
due possibly to the fact that Mr. Stein- 
itz is under contract to send in cypher, 
by wire from Moscow (where he is now 
playing a match for the championship of 
the world), all the games of the match 
for publication in American papers. 

The timo limit of the Victoria-San 
Francisco game was ten moves per hour. 
Messrs. R. II. Johnston and B. J. Perry 
were the floor managers; their arrange- 
ments working as perfectly as on the 
occasion of the former contest, while the 
telegraph arrangements were without a 
hitch, Manager Christie again earning 
thereby the thanks of the chess com- 
munity.

Smith, whose 
life was " all hut " terminated by a re- 
volver shot on Thursday morning, is 
still alive and in a more hopeful con- 
dition than on Friday. There is iu fact 
gooil prospect of his recoveiy, although 
his case isa most serious one, no attempt 
to remove the bullet being possible. The 
suicidal attempt theory is now generally 
accepted as tfie correct version of the 
shooting.

Victoria's Rugby Team Defeats the 
Combined Forces of the Main- 
land Cities. 



Minor and Maclure at ilie Traps— A

In the long looked for match, which 
•was played yesterday at the Caledonia 
park, the New Westminster Eugby Foot- 
ball Club received a crushing defeat at 
the hands of the Victoria team. From 
th.3 personnel of the Westminster team, 
as previously announced, it was thought 
that the home team would have only 
players from the city to contend against, 
but uponthatarrival of the visiting team 
it was found, much to the surprise of the 
Victorians, that their opponents includ- 
ed no fewer than seven players from 
Vancouver, who, since (he disbandment 
of their own club, had become members 
of that of their neighboring city, and in 
eluding in their number Woodward, the 
formidable three-quarter buck oi the 
Vancouver team. 

Miller, the captain of the Victoria 
team, chose the south goal, and the ball 
was accordingly kicked off by the vis 
itors, and as the home team were, owing 
to the late arrival of the Crease brothers, 
playing two men short for the first ten 
minutes, the play was dangerously near 
Victoria's goal line. Here Woodward 
and Malins made several determined 
but ineffectual attempts to score, the 
Victorians being more than once forced 
to touch down behind their own goal 
line, but at lust the forwards 
being reinforced, by a series of deter- 
mined rushes, carried the hall down 
to Westminster's end of the field, and 
the Victorias were in turn compelled to 
touch down. The back division of the 
home team now treated the spectators 
to some very neat passing and combina- 
tion, but failed, however, to score owing 
to the splendid saving and checking of 
their opponents. During this half oi the 
game the play was much spoiled by one 
or two of the visiting forwards persist- 
ently lying on the ball, notwithstanding 
the repeated warning of the referee: and 
a free kick was finally awarded the home 
team for this infringement of the rules 
on the part of their opponents. Half 
time found the ball in centre field, 
neither side having scored. 

Flay being resumed the ball was kicked 
off by Petticrew and taken at once into 
Westminster's twenty-five, and it was 
soon seen that the pace was telling upon 
the visisors. Coward for Victoria secured 
the ball and by a splendid bit of com- 
bination work in which Haines, Miller 
and Wilson took part, the latter secured 
the first try for the home team; the 
plack kick was taken by Petticrew, but 
was not counted.

MINOR TAKES THE MATCH. 

The keen rivalry which during the en- 
tire season of 1S96 has been exhibited 
by the two cracks, Charles W. Minor 
and F. S. Maclure, was brought to an 
issue on New Year's day in a champion- 
ship match on 100 clay pigeons, disposed 
of during the morning at Sidney. Minor, 
who shot the match through with a new 
L. C. Smith gun he has just received, 
again demonstrated his exceptional 
steadiness, pulling out with a score of 
77 to his opponents 00. The contest was 
for $50 a sido at the usual 10 yard rise, 
unknow angles, and was shot under 
highly favorable wind and weather con- 
ditions. The far from creditable scores, 
considerably below the average work of 
either man, may be ascribed chiefly to 
the fact that the traps worked badly, and 
the ground was new. 

Al ter the big event a couple of sweep- 
stakes were shot, Maclure and Bickford 
dividing in the first on tie scores of 9 out 
of 10, and Weiler and Maclure dividing 
in the other. Then came a live bird 
match, in which nine good shots parti- 
cipated and which is agreed to have 
been the best event of the kind ever 
brought oft" in the province. The pigeons, 
13 to each man, were a fresh caught 
and very wild lot, starting away 
as soon as the trap was 7mlleil 
in every case but one and flying 
uncommonly fast. Minor again came 
to the front in this, killing 12, while 
Bickford and Maclure followed with 11 
and 9 respectively — the others ranging 
down to 2 or 3. A 25 bird match is now 
talked of for the championship of British 
Columbia, to be brought off at Sidney 
toward the close of the present month. 
The championship is now held by Mr. 
F. S. Maclure, who has not been called 
upon to defend his title since he won it 
in 1893 during the great S. A. N. W 
tournament at Macaulay Point.

Shipments From Rossland During 
the Year — The Jumbo a:t 
Early Shipper. 



Rossland, .Tan. >2. — (Special) — A dis- 
patch on "Wednesday Btated that the 
Iron Mask had struck a big ore body in 
the upraise from the big tunnel on tho 
200-foot level to the i)0-foot shaft, which 
had been sunk near the west end of the 
claim and close to tho War Eagle. Since 
then a crosscut ha3 been driven on the 
200-foot level to the south end, and to- 
day tho vein was cut. Tho liossland 
Miner will state to-morrow that at this 
point the ore body is over seven feet 
wide. While no assays have been made, 
there can be no doubt that the ore is 
very high grade, as it carries a high per- 
centage of copper, and the ore from tho 
bottom of the shaft 100 feet above, is 
about aa high as any ever shipped from 
the camp. This strike places tho Iron 
Mask among the assured mines, as the 
ore chute has been proved to be at least 
50 feet long on the UO-foot levt 1. 

The whole face of the tunnel on tho 
Coxey, which adjoins the Giant on Red 
Mountain, is in ore and the ledge is now- 
proved to bo ever ten feet wide. It is 
believed to be the same ledge as is now- 
being opened on tho Giant by a shaft, 
and from which some very high grade 
ore is being obtained. 

A winae has been started from the 
Mascot tunnel which is five feet square. 
It is now down 12 feet and all in ore that 
is improving in quality though not yet 
of shipping grade. The Mascot is owned 
by tho Big Three company. 
The Jumbo will begin shipping at once. 
Five carloads are now ready and an aver- 
age of at least two carloads a week will be 
maintained. The ore will have to be 
hauled in wagons two milea and willgo to 
the smelter at Everett, Wn., consequent- 
ly jnly high grade ore can be shipped at 
present. 

The Commander will begin shipping 
sometime this month. 

The shipments to the smelter from 
Rossland in 1895 aggregated 22,500 tons. 
Incomplete returns for 1890 show that 
•10,000 tons of ore were shipped last year. 
The shipments now and for some time 
past have averaged considerably over 
200 tons per dav and are sure to reach a 
total of 200,000 tons for the year 1897
